Reduced  Railroad  Fares;  We  have 
been  granted  reduced  railroad  rates  of  a 
fare  and  one-half  for  the  round  trip  for  the 
Older  Boys’  and  Girls’  Camp  Conferences 
at  Lake  Geneva.  In  order  to  benefit 
by  this  privilege,  you  will  have  to  read 
carefully  every  word  of  the  following 
and  do  exactly  as  you  are  instructed!  Now 
get  yourself  set  and  obey  orders. 

How  to  Buy  Your  Ticket: ’You  can 
buy  your  ticket  to  Williams  Bay,  Lake 
Geneva,  Walworth,  Fontana,  Howard 
or  Springfield,  Wisconsin.  Practically 
all  the  delegates  buy  to  Williams  Bay. 
This  is  the  nearest  station  to  the  camp. 
Williams  Bay  is  on  the  Chicago  & North- 
western Railway.  Read  this  again. 

Dates  for  Buying  Tickets:  This  is 

important.  You  must  buy  your  ticket  on 
June  26,  27  or  28  for  the  Boys’  Camp  and 
July  22-28  inclusive  for  the  Girls’  Camp. 
Get  this  straight.  Go  to  your  ticket 
office  and  get  your  ticket  a day  or  two 


before  you  start  on  your  journey.  The 
agent  will  not  give  you  a certificate  for 
reduced  return  fare  if  you  try  to  buy 
your  ticket  just  before  the  train  leaves. 
Read  this  again. 

Ask  for  Certificate!  When  you  buy 
your  ticket,  be  sure  to  ask  for  a certificate. 
See  that  your  certificate  is  stamped  with 
the  same  date  as  your  ticket.  Sign  your 
name  to  the  certificate  and  show  it  to  the 
ticket  agent.  If  the  ticket  agent  raises 
the  question  about  the  rate  being  granted, 
state  that  the  Western  Passenger  Associa- 
tion, the  Central  Passenger  Association, 
the  Trunk  Line  Association  and  the 
South  Western  Association  have  granted 
the  reduced  rate  to  the  International 
Sunday  School  Association  Conference  at 
Williams  Bay,  Lake  Geneva,  Wisconsin. 
Bring  your  certificate  with  you  to  the  lake. 
DON’T  LOSE  IT.  GUARD  IT  WITH 
YOUR  LIFE.  Go  back  and  read  this 
again! 

Receipts:  Certificates  are  not  kept 
at  all  stations.  If  your  agent  tells  you 
he 'does  not  have  a certificate,  tell  him  that 
your  instructions  are  to  ask  for  a receipt 
showing  that  you  purchased  your  ticket. 
This  applies  only  in  case  your  agent 
does  not  have  a certificate.  BE  DEAD

The  Boys’  Camp  at 
Lake  Geneva  will  start  officially  with  the 
evening  session  at  7:15  o’clock,  Tuesday 
evening,  June  28.  The  Girls’  Camp  at 
Geneva  will  get  under  way  Tuesday 
evening,  July  26,  at  7:15  p.  m. 

Summer  Railroad  Schedules  from 
Chicago  to  Williams  Bay  are  now  in  effect. 
Morning,  leave  Chicago  Northwestern 
Station,  8:45;  arrive  Williams  Bay,  11:15 
a.  m.  Afternoon,  leave  Chicago  North- 
western Station,  3:45;  arrive  Williams 
Bay,  5:35  p.  m.  These  are  the  two  best 
trains.  All  campers  coming  by  way  of 
Chicago  will  want  to  connect  with  one 
of  these  two  trains. 

Arriving.  Upon  arrival  at  Williams 
Bay  follow  the  crowd  to  the  boat,  take 
your  suit  cases  and  other  paraphernalia 
with  you.  There  will  be  plenty  of  old 
hands  on  deck  to  set  you  straight.  You 
can’t  get  lost.  The  population  of  the 
village  consists  of  about  two  hundred  and 
sixteen  people  and  the  post  office  cat. 

Curriculum  and  Schedules.  In  this 
number  we  are  giving  complete  schedule 
of  classes  and  activities  in  the  Geneva 
and  Winnipesaukee  Camps.  Take  this 
issue  of  Conference  Pointers  with  you  to 
camp.  It  will  save  you  a lot  of  trouble 


and  make  unnecessary  a lot  of  questions 
you  would  otherwise  have  to  ask. 

Railroad  Rates.  All  accepted  Geneva 
campers  will  receive  a letter  from  the 
camp  directors  giving  the  details  regarding 
the  reduced  railroad  fares  on  the  ceriifi- 
cate  plan.  Whether  or  not  we  get  the  re- 
duced rates  on  the  return  trip  depends 
entirely  upon  the  campers  and  leaders. 

Prescriptions.  It  seems  necessary 
to  say  another  word  about  prescriptions. 
A goodly  number  of  campers  on  the  ac- 
cepted lists  have  not  yet  made  good. 
The  time  is  nearly  here  for  the  Boys’ 
Camp  to  get  under  way.  Any  old  camper 
who  has  not  met  his  prescription  cannot 
com.e  back  to  camp.  Excuses  will  not 
count.  If  you  are  working  on  your  pre- 
scription, better  drop  a card  to  Daddy 
Waite  and  tell  him  you  are  on  your  way. 
Even  if  you  are  not  sure  of  getting  back 
to  camp,  if  you  are  a real  Geneva  or 
Winnipesaukee  camper,  you  will  want  to 
measure  up  four-fold.
